Hosted by Foothill College-based radio station KFJC-FM, the convention

- An opening night party featuring the talents of Tex And The Horseheads, 
Thin White Rope, The Morlocks, Big Hair, and Code Of The West. 

- A discussion by performance artists Mark Pauline & Matt Heckert of 
Survival Research Laboratories. 

-~ A live remote broadcast of band showcases demonstrating remote pick-up 
equipment and the performances by Camper Van Beethoven, Saccharine Trust, 
Wanda Coleman and 28th Day. 

- A KFJC record swap at the Foothill College campus. Featuring a record 
auction, drawings and door prizes, the KFJC record swap will be an event 
for the most diversified variety of collectors. 

-~ The convention will open with a keynote presentation on the current record 
ratings controversy by Frank Zappa on Friday, November 22nd. Frank Zappa 
recently testified at U.S. Senate hearings regarding record ratings and 


was keynote speaker at this year's New Music Seminar. 
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The convention will bring together 300 - 400 college broadcasters for a series 
of panels and presentations on virtually all aspects of broadcasting. Approximately 
50 - 70 stations from all over the Western United States will be convening for 
sessions on station management, new broadcast technology, record company and trade 
journal relations, promotions, remote pick-up and studio transmitter links, intern- 
ships and careers in broadcasting, syndication and production. 

In April of 1985, KFJC hosted a day long planning conference to obtain input 
from attending stations as to what areas were highest priority for November panel 
topics. Based on the April response combined with previously computed mail survey 
to all western regional stations, KFJC is assembling the November program. The 
convention will address issues which many stations may not be aware of, such as 
the decreasing availability of broadcast auxillary frequencies. 

KFJC is working in tandem with other stations in planning a full convention 
program. KSMC-FM in Moraga has developed a convention promotional video. KALX-FM 
in Berkeley is assisting in the search for a large corporate sponsor who wants to 
reach the college audience by promotions through college stations. Special engi- 
neering assistance will be provided by Blair Broadcasting of California /KSBW-TV. 

The convention also offers exhibitors several vehicles to reach the college 
market through hospitality suites, exhibit booths, and ads in the program guide. 
Among the participating companies are Broadcast Audio Corporation, TFI, Marcon, 
Moseley, Radio Systems, LPB and Marti broadcast manufacturers. Radio Resources 


will be in attendance, as will RCA, Capitol, EMI, Manhattan, Enigma and other 


record companies.
